MR. FORD’S PATRIOTISM AGAIN 

If Henry Ford had planned to hold up to ridicule and 
shame those munitions makers who offered to give govern¬ 
ment orders precedence (for profit) he could not have done it 
more effectually than by his offer of his own plant without 
profit. Recently the News compared the patriotism dis¬ 
played, to the disfaver of the munitions men, who have 
led the abuse of Mr. Ford’s pacifist activities. In reply a 
friend hands in a clipping from the Washington Post: 

"Whose fault is it that the United States has no real 
army? Whose fault is it that congress, in the hour of 
national need cannot increase the strength of the navy, 
no matter how much money is appropriated or 
expended? The blame must be fixed squarely upon the 
pacifists, who for many years have been advocating un¬ 
preparedness. It must be fixed upon those who insisted 
that there was no need for spending money on the army 
and navy since no foreign nation would ever attack this 
country.” Accompanying the clipping is the comment: 
"The turning over of great plants to the government 
is commendable, but without trained defenders this is 
next to useless.” 

Clipping and comment overlook some points. Much of 
the objection to naval expansion has been engendered by 
the wide spread and well founded feeling that the govern¬ 
ment was always mulcted out of enormous sums when un¬ 
dertaking construction programs. The objection was not so 
much to preparedness as to the profits involved. The same 
thing has been encountered in the buying of army equip¬ 
ment, though perhaps to a less extent. 

One of the first elements of patriotism is the willing¬ 
ness to make sacrifices. Mr. Ford’s willingness to sacrifce 
profits has not yet been matched by his critics. 

If the pacifists are to blame for the small army, why 
has it not been possible to recruit the army to full strength 
authorized in recent years? Partly because such a large 
proportion of the applicants for enlistment failed to pass 
the physical examination. Who is responsible for that con¬ 
dition? To a large extent large manufacturers who are 
the leading props of our industrial system. To a large ex¬ 
tent Mr. Ford has gone counter to their ideas of things. 
An employer can show no higher patriotism than to try to 
develop a higher type of citizen among his employes. Mr. 
Ford is oue of the countrys’ real patriots on that basis. 


WITH SCISSORS AND PASTE 

PERTINENT REMARKS ON THE TOWN KNOCKER 

The “chronic growler” or “perpetual knocker” is not 
very numerous but manages to make up for his lack of 
numbers by working overtime. Early and late he ‘ knocks” 
the town which affords him a living and tolerates his pres¬ 
ence. He “knocks” it to strangers and to his neighbors, 
yet he continues to remain when by rights he ought to jus¬ 
tify his opinion of the town by pulling up stakes and mov¬ 
ing to some other place. He has not one kind word lor any¬ 
body. Every citizen is a grafter or a hypocrite, or is involved 
in some frightful scandal, is dishonest and will not pay 
his debts or is just on the verge of failure, according to the 
“knocker.” 

The “knocker” knows all the gossip and enlarges upon it 
and twists it around to suit his own purpose. The “knocker” 
necessarily has no regard for the truth and it is dangerous 
to converse with him. He will go away and charge you 
with utterances you never made. He will inflame one friend 
against another by running back and forth with things that 
neither ever said, for the regulation “knocker” is always a 
disturber.
